I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1959. 

The  principal  features  of  the  year’s  vital  statistics  are  as  follows  ; — 
Population  : The  estimated  mid-year  population  was  34,680  compared  with 
35,140  in  1958.  These  figures  represent  total  home  populations  and  are  liable 
to  fluctuation  by  variations  in  local  garrison  strength  from  year  to  year. 
Birth  and  Death  Rates  : The  birth  rate  was  16.8  per  1,000  of  the  population 
compared  with  16.6  for  1958.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  16.5. 
The  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  10.2,  being  0.5  lower  than  in  1958, 
and  compares  favourably  with  the  national  rate  of  11.6. 


The  death  rate  of  infants  under  one  year  was  the  lowest  so  far 
recorded  for  the  Borough,  being  16  i>er  1,000  live  births,  and  compares  very 
favourably  with  the  national  rate  which  was  22. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

Cancer : There  were  77  deaths  from  cancer,  1 1 of  which  were  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lung,  giving  a mortality  rate  of  0.32  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  0.48  for  the  previous  year.  The  1959  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was 
0.46. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  the  trend  of  mortality  from  lung  cancer  and  the 
consistent  preponderance  of  male  over  female  deaths  from  this  cause  in  recent 
years  whereas  in  the  case  of  other  cancers  a more  even  pattern  is  maintained 
(Table  on  page  5 of  this  Report). 

Infectious  Diseases  (excluding  tuberculosis) : The  prevalence  of  measles 
during  the  year  brought  the  total  number  of  notifications  considerably 
above  the  number  for  the  previous  year.  Other  common  infectious  diseases 
of  children  such  as  whooping  cough,  scarlet  fever  and  dysentery  all  showed 
a decline. 

Tuberculosis  : There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuber- 
culosis both  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  compared  with  the  preceeding 
year,  but  the  decline  in  mortality  previously  noted  from  all  forms  of  the 
disease  was  still  maintained. 


On  the  environmental  side  of  community  health,  besides  the  action 
necessary  in  connection  with  the  York  Street  Clearance  Area  which  was 
represented  during  the  year,  attention  was  given  to  many  individual  prop- 
erties and  any  necessary  action  taken  under  the  Public  Health  or  Housing 
Acts  as  appropriate. 

In  other  cases  however,  unsatisfactory  housing  accommodation  was 
not  so  easily  dealt  with.  In  these  cases,  often  associated  with  problems  of  the 
elderly  as  well  as  the  very  young,  lack  of  amenities  which  might  be  con- 
sidered essential  by  all  modern  standards  could  not  be  remedied  owing  to  the 
continued  limitations  in  standards  of  fitness  imposed  by  the  Housing  Act, 
1957. 


I have  to  thank  the  Chairman,  Alderman  E.  A.  Bushell,  M.B.E.,  and 
members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  and  the 
other  Departments  of  the  Corporation  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the 
year. 

I am  also  indebted  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the 
Department’s  Senior  Clerk  for  their  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  this 
Report.

This  figure  showed  an  overall  decrease  of  59  (45  men  ; 14 
women)  on  that  for  the  corresponding  period  for  the  previous  year, 
due  mainly,  it  was  explained,  to  the  increased  building  activity  in 
East  Kent.  There  was  the  usual  seasonal  unemployment  among 
transport  workers  and  in  the  catering  trade. 

BIRTHS  AND  DEATHS 

The  following  note  explains  the  use  and  application  of  the 
comparability  factors  quot^,  while  the  numbers  of  births  and 
deaths  have  been  corrected  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  : — 

“ The  area  comparability  factors  for  use  with  crude  birth  and 
death  rates  contain  adjustments  for  boundary  changes  and  make 
allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the  sex  and  age  distribution  of  the 
local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 
In  addition,  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been 
adjusted  specifically  to  take  account  of  the  presence  of  any  residen- 
tial institutions  in  each  area.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
are  multiplied  by  the  appropiate  area  comparability  factor,  they  are 
comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales  or  with  the 
corresponding  adjusted  rate  for  any  other  area.”

Mr.  C.  H.  Wordsworth,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.,  is  the  duly  appointed 
Public  Analyst  to  the  Borough  and  Port,  undertaking  all  chemical 
analyses  of  food  etc.  and  the  testing  of  heat-treated  milks.  It  was 
with  regret  that  we  learned  of  the  death  on  7th  December,  1959,  of 
Mr.  E.  M.  Hawkins,  F.R.I.C.,  part  time  Public  Analyst  to  the 
Borough  for  many  years.

9.  National  Assistance  Acts,  1948— 1951  : 

In  addition  to  statutory  action  for  the  continued  detention  of 
three  females  removed  to  hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation  in 
previous  years,  the  following  action  was  taken  during  the  year  : — 

(i)  Female  aged  71  years  : living  alone  and  suffering  from 
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grave  chronic  disease  and  senile  mental  changes.  She  was  unable 
to  care  for  herself  and  was  not  receiving  from  others,  the  necessary 
care  and  attention.  Action  was  taken  under  the  emergency  provi- 
sions of  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951,  and  the 
lady’s  removal  to  hospital  effected.  Subsequent  action  to  extend 
the  period  of  detention  was  unnecessary  following  the  patient’s 
transfer  to  a mental  hospital. 

(ii)  Female  aged  82  years  : this  person  was  referred  by  her 
own  doctor  as  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  suffering  from 
suspected  intestinal  obstruction.  She  was  unable  to  fend  for  herself 
and  was  removed  under  the  emergency  powers  to  hospital,  where 
she  died  some  six  weeks  later. 

Fifteen  other  aged  persons  were  referred  for  consideration 
during  the  year.  Of  these,  nine  subsequently  accepted  voluntary 
admission  to  hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation.

Water  Supply  : 

The  purity  of  the  supplies  of  both  undertakings  was  consis- 
tently reported  to  be  highly  satisfactory  on  bacteriological  examin- 
ation of  the  water  at  both  source  and  the  point  of  supply.  No  major 
developments  in  distribution  occurred  although  both  undertakings 
extended  mains  to  meet  the  demand  of  private  and  local  authority 
development ; chlorination  of  the  two  supplies  continued  as  a 
routine  precaution.  All  dwellings  in  the  Borough  with  the  exception 
of  seven  are  connected  to  the  main  supplies  ; of  the  seven  exceptions, 
four  had  well  supplies  and  three  rain  water  tanks. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  : 

New  sewers  were  laid  in  keeping  with  the  progress  of  develop- 
ment of  new  building  estates,  while  the  reconstruction  of  the  surface 
water  drainage  system  in  Park  Place  and  Park  Street,  together  with 
the  laying  of  new  surface  sewers  in  Dour  Street  and  Maison  Dieu 
Road  was  commenced. 

Recent  survey  shows  that  ninety  dwellings  remain  un-connected 
to  the  main  sewerage  system  ; of  these  eighty  have  water  carriage 
systems  to  cesspools  etc.,  and  ten  have  pail  closets. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  means  of  sewage  disposal  has  also  been 
investigated  following  complaints  from  time  to  time  regarding  sew- 
age pollution  of  Shakespeare  Beach.  The  investigations,  carried  on 
over  the  period  July  1958,  to  September  1959,  comprised  regular 
visual  observations  of  the  conditions  obtaining  together  with  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  a series  of  sea  water  samples  from 
the  beach  generally.  Because  of  a combination  of  several  factors 
relating  to  the  discharge  of  the  sewage,  fouling  of  the  beach  is  liable 
to  occur  at  any  time,  and  was  in  fact  observed  at  various  points 
along  the  beach  at  widely  different  states  of  the  tide.  Results  of 
bacteriological  examination  of  sea  water  from  these  points,  even  in 
the  absence  of  visible  pollution,  were  consistently  less  satisfactory 
than  the  results  obtained  from  the  other  side  of  Shakespeare  Cliff 
and  from  inside  the  harbour.

There  are  no  generally  accepted  bacterial  standards  for  sea 
water  and,  but  for  the  fact  that  crude  sewage  is  liable  to  be  encoun- 
tered in  the  water  close  to  Shakespeare  Beach,  the  relatively  poor 
bacteriological  results  obtained  there  would  not  by  themselves  be 
specially  significant  and  owing  to  the  dilution  factor  would  not 
seem  to  indicate  any  particular  danger  of  infection  from  bathing 
in  the  water. 

Nevertheless  the  ever  present  risk  of  coming  into  contact  with 
crude  sewage  in  this  particular  area  presents  a contingency  both 
thoroughly  objectionable  and  constituting  a danger  to  health  for  the 
unwary. 

As  a result  of  representations  it  is  hoped  that  consultation  on 
the  local  position  will  shortly  be  arranged  between  the  Ministry  of 
Health  representatives,  the  Borough  Engineer  and  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Refuse  Disposal  : 

These  services  are  under  the  administration  of  the  Borough 
Engineer  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Old 
Charlton  Road  site ; there  were  no  nuisances  reported  during  the 
year. 

The  Borough  Engineer  has  estimated  that  tipping  on  this  site 
may  be  expect^  to  cease  in  April,  1961,  and  it  is  probable  that 
thereafter  resort  will  be  made  to  further  land  at  Coombe  Farm.

2.  Investigations  : 

All  offences  noted  by  independent  observation  and  all  com- 
plaints received  during  the  year  were  immediately  investigated  and 
the  following  is  a summary  of  the  principal  matters  arising  : — 

Tar  Macadam  Works  : Nuisance  from  stone  dust  in  excessive 
amounts  being  blown  on  to  the  Sea  Front  and  Dock  area  confirmed  ; 
following  service  of  informal  notice  under  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
defective  corrugated  iron  sheeting  round  the  plant  was  replaced, 
two  louvred  outlets  were  covered  and  the  discharge  end  of  the  stone 
drier  was  enclosed.  No  further  nuisance  arose  during  the  year  after 
the  completion  of  these  works. 

Gas  Works : Periodical  complaints  were  received  during  the 
year  of  nuisances  emanating  from  this  source  and  reference  to 
previous  Annual  Reports  will  show  that  these  Works  have  for  long 
been  the  subject  of  complaint.  The  nature  of  the  nuisances  was  as 
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experienced  in  previous  years,  viz  : —(a)  coal  and  coke  dust  from 
the  Stocking  Ground  ; (Z?)  offensive  vapours  from  the  water  gas 
plant ; (c)  offensive  odours  from  effluent  discharge  at  too  high  tem- 
perature into  the  sewer.  Experience  during  1959  showed  that  the 
nuisances  arising  were  if  anything  less  frequent  than  in  previous 
years,  but  in  any  case  such  an  undertaking  as  the  Gas  Works,  by  the 
very  nature  of  its  product,  could  hardly  function  without  at  some 
time  giving  rise  to  complaint  of  nuisance,  especially  when  surrounded 
by,  and  in  such  close  proximity  to  dwelling-houses. 

Ships,  Dover  Harbour : Two  offences  were  reported  during 
the  year  against  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  (Vessels)  Reg- 
ulations, and  in  each  case  letters  of  warning  were  addressed  by  the 
authority  to  the  transport  undertakings  concerned.  Explanations 
offered  were  operational  requirements  in  the  one  case  and  difficulties 
associated  with  furnace  design  in  the  other. 


3.  New  Plant  : 

Iron  Foundry  : During  the  past  few  years  complaints  have  been 
received  from  time  to  time  in  regard  to  a nuisance  from  smoke  and 
fumes  from  an  iron  foundry  situated  near  a residential  area.  This 
foundry  has  expanded  considerably  in  recent  times,  with  consequent 
increase  in  the  emission  of  impurities  into  the  atmosphere.  Two 
cupolas  are  at  present  in  use,  both  being  fitted  with  dry  arrestors. 
One  is  a simple  expansion  chamber  with  domed  top  fitted  over  the 
stack  ; the  other,  of  more  recent  construction,  is  fitted  with  a pent- 
house type  of  arrestor,  the  top  of  the  stack  being  enclosed  in  a large 
structure  of  corrugated  iron. 

The  question  of  atmospheric  pollution  has  been  taken  up  with 
the  firm  on  several  occasions.  Some  time  ago  they  purchased  two 
modern  wet  arrestors  and  these  have  been  erected  during  the  past 
year.  They  are  not  yet  in  operation  but  it  is  anticipated  that  they 
will  show  considerable  improvement  over  the  old  plant. 

Coal  Wharf,  Union  Street : Grabs  are  used  to  transfer  coal  into 
hopper  or  to  stock,  but  the  new  coal  grading  and  loading  plant 
completed  in  December  is  designed  to  reduce  dust  by  every  means 
possible. 

Where  in  the  past  small  coal  has  been  moved  by  grab,  it  is 
now  taken  by  conveyor  in  a totally  enclosed  gantry,  and  this  has 
reduced  the  amount  of  dust  at  the  wharf. 

In  addition,  loading  to  road  and  rail  is  now  by  conveyor,  and 
if  the  coal4s  particularly  dry  a wet  spray  is  used  to  damp  it  down, 
especially  in  the  case  of  rail  loading. 
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Offensive  Trades  : 

Two  premises  within  the  Borough  are  used  for  the  trade  of 
Rag  and  Bone  Dealer ; no  nuisances  were  encountered  during  the 
year. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  : 

There  were  no  such  houses  within  the  Borough. 

Shops  Act,  1950  : 

Three  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  One  informal 
notice  was  served  concerning  lack  of  sanitary  accommodation  and 
washing  facilities  ; this  notice  was  complied  with. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1957  : 

Two  licences  were  in  force  throughout  the  year  in  respect  of  the 
keeping  of  pet  shops.

Due  no  doubt  to  the  unusually  fine  hot  summer  there  was  a 
considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  wasps  nests, 
no  fewer  than  37  treatments  being  carried  out.

The  registration  of  one  of  the  premises  previously  registered 
under  Section  2 of  the  Act  was  cancelled  during  the  year,  leaving  one 
only  on  the  register  at  31st  December,  1959. 

Moveable  Dwellings — Section  269,  Public  Health  Act,  1936  : 

Five  licences  were  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year,  one  to  use 
land  as  a site  for  moveable  dwellings  and  four  to  station  and  use 
individual  moveable  dwellings.  The  haphazard  temporary  parking 
of  caravans  at  central  points  within  the  Borough  again  occurred  dur- 
ing the  summer  months,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  no  central 
supervised  site  is  available  for  the  use  of  caravans  in  transit  to  and 
from  the  continent.

SECTION  E— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 

OF  FOOD 


Milk  : 


(a)  Milk  and  Dairies  {General)  Regulations,  1959  : 

These  Regulations  which  came  into  operation  on  the  8th  March, 
1959,  replaced  with  amendments  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations, 
1949-54,  one  of  the  principal  and  timely  changes  affecting  the 
registration  of  distributors.  This  is  now  required  only  with  the 
Local  Authority  in  whose  area  the  premises  from  which  the  milk  is 
distributed  are  situated  ; as  a result  of  the  new  legislation  eight 
names  were  deleted  from  the  Borough  Register. 

There  were  thirteen  newcomers  to  the  Register  and  one  Borough 
deletion,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-six 
registered  distributors,  a net  increase  of  four  during  the  year. 

Dairies  registered  numbered  seven,  as  in  1958. 

No  statutory  action  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the 
Regulations  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  review  ; on  one 
occasion  however,  a warning  was  necessary  in  connection  with 
the  depositing  of  crated  bottles  of  milk  by  the  roadside. 

{h)  Specially  Designated  Milks. 

(1)  Licensing: 

Dealer  s {Pasteuriser  s) : Two  pasteurising  plants  were  licensed 
during  the  year ; one  operated  on  the  Holder  process  treating  an 
average  of  150-200  gallons  per  day,  the  second  on  the  H.T.S.T. 
process  averaging  2,750  gallons  per  day. 


Dealers:  In  addition  to  the  above,  31  Dealer’s  Licences  and 
4 Supplementary  Licences  were  in  force  authorising  the  use  of  the 
special  designation  “ Pasteurised  ” while  28  Dealer’s  Licences  and 
4 Supplementary  Licences  were  operating  in  respect  of  the  special 
designation  “ Tuberculin  Tested  ”. 


One  Dealer’s  Licence  and  one  Supplementary  Licence  in  res- 
pect of  “ Sterilised  ” milk  were  also  issued.

51  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  during  the  year  for  exam- 
ination by  the  Public  Analyst  comprising  : —

in  course  of  delivery  from  retailer  to  consumer  ; 

4 formally  taken  in  course  of  delivery  from  producer  to  retailer  ; 
4 informally  submitted  from  the  school  milk  supplies.

2.  Food  Analysis— Other  Than  Milk  : 

58  samples  other  than  of  milk  were  submitted  ; 1 formally  and 
57  informally.  They  comprised  : — Sausage  (10) ; Ice  Cream  (9) ; 
Preserves  (5) ; Minced  Beef  (1) ; Tinned  Milk  (2) ; Cheese  Spread 
(2)  ; Fish  Cakes  (2) ; Meat  Pies  (2) ; Tinned  Meats  (3) ; Vinegar 
(2) ; Margarine  (2) ; Medical  samples  (Halibut  Oil  Capsules,  and 
Aspirins),  together  with  sixteen  other  individual  items  of  food. 

Sausages  : 

The  meat  contents  of  the  samples  submitted  were  as  in  previous 
years  reported  to  be  satisfactory,  the  beef  variety  between  54%  and 
62%  and  the  pork  between  67%  and  72%.  In  one  case  the  presence 
of  undisclosed  preservative  was  found  but  it  was  well  within  the 
limits  laid  down  by  the  Preservatives  Regulations  ; a suitable 
caution  was  issued.  In  all  other  cases  the  requirements  of  the 
Regulations  were  fully  met. 

Aspirins : 

This  sample  failed  to  conform  to  the  B.P.  Limit  for  free  sali- 
cylic acid,  due  probably  to  being  of  old  stock.  The  small  stocks 
remaining  were  voluntarily  surrendered  by  the  vendor. 

Vinegar : 

This  informal  sample  of  loose  vinegar  was  deficient  in  acetic 
acid  to  the  extent  of  at  least  14.5%.  This  sample  was  submitted 
from  a very  small  quantity  remaining  in  stock,  which  had  been 
disposed  of  before  formal  sampling  could  be  effected.  A formal 
sample  from  fresh  stock  at  the  same  place  of  supply  proved  to  be 
genuine. 

Sauce  : 

An  informal  sample  was  reported  to  be  fermenting  and  again 
was  probably  of  old  stock.  The  bottles  remaining  in  stock  were 
disposed  of. 
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3.  Ice  Cream  : 

Nine  samples  taken  for  the  purpose  of  the  Food  Standards 
(Ice  Cream)  Regulations,  1959,  satisfi^  the  statutory  requirements. 
Four  of  the  samples  were  of  the  designation  “ Dairy  Ice  Cream  ” and 
the  fat  therefore  had  to  be  butter  fat.  The  fat  contents  of  the  samples 
(statutory  minimum  5%)  were  as  follows  : — 

Dairy  Ice  Cream  : — 10%;  11%  ; 11.5%  ; 14.5%. 

Ice  Cream  : — 5.5%;  6.5%;  7.5%;  10.5%;  11%- 

Twenty-three  samples  were  also  submitted  for  the  methylene 
blue  test  and  results  overall  were  satisfactory  ; twenty-one  were 
reported  to  be  Grade  I,  one  Grade  III  and  one  Grade  IV.

There  were  no  unsound  food  seizures  during  the  year. 

The  items  of  interest  requiring  investigation  are  as  follows  : — 

{a)  Foreign  body  in  tinned  salmon  : 

This  was  a complaint  that  a crystalline  type  of  matter  had  been 
found  under  the  skin  but  close  to  the  surface  of  the  fish  in  the  con- 
tents of  a well-known  brand  of  tinned  salmon ; the  complainant 
thought  the  fragment  might  be  pieces  of  glass.  The  crystals  were 
referred  to  the  Public  Analyst  who  found  that  they  were  of  struvite 
(or  hydrated  ammonium  magnesium  phosphate),  sometimes  de- 
posit^ naturally  from  articles  such  as  canned  fish  containing  a 
relatively  high  proportion  of  phosphate.  The  crystals  might  rea- 
sonably be  mistaken  for  glass  but  would  rapidly  dissolve  in  acid 
medium  and  would  disappear  if  eaten. 

(Jb)  Chocolate  Cigar : 

Complaint  of  unpleasant  taste  ; on  investigation  it  was  decided 
distinctive  flavour  more  indicative  of  poor  quality  than  unsoundness. 

(c)  Bread : 

Complaint  of  unpleasant  taste  ; on  investigation  is  was  decided 
the  taste  was  due  to  loaf  being  underbaked. 
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(d)  Meat  Pies  : 

Complaint  of  mould  : delivered  in  time  for  display  by  retailer 
on  the  Saturday  and  were  afterwards  stored  in  refrigerator  over 
week-end.  Purchased  p.m.  Monday  but  not  consumed  until  1 p.m, 
on  the  following  day,  by  which  time  mould  had  developed  on  the 
crust  and  meat  content.  This  occurred  during  the  very  hot  spell  of 
weather  and  there  being  no  proof  that  the  pies  were  unfit  at  the 
time  of  sale,  no  further  action  was  taken.  The  sale  of  pies  was  dis- 
continued from  the  shop  until  the  end  of  the  hot  spell  of  weather. 

Two  further  complaints  regarding  meat  pies,  one  of  mould  and 
the  second  of  fly  contamination,  were  investigated  and  in  both  cases 
the  findings  indicated  that  the  defects  had  arisen  after  sale. 

(e)  Bacon : 

Complaint  of  being  fly  blown  : examination  revealed  number 
of  larvae  and  eggs,  but  bacon  had  been  purchased  three  days  earlier. 
Inspection  of  premises  from  which  the  bacon  had  been  purchased 
satisfied  the  contention  that  infestation  had  not  occurred  there. 
Contamination  had  probably  occurred  during  storage  in  the  home. 

(/)  Cod  Fillet : 

This  was  a complaint  of  roundworm  infestation  : on  investiga- 
tion identified  as  Filaria  Bicolar  a natural  nematode  of  cod  harmless 
to  humans. 

ig)  Sugar  : 

This  concerned  a complaint  of  a piece  of  greasy  dirt  in  sugar 
locally  packeted.  The  evidence  pointed  to  the  fact  that  the  con- 
tamination originated  from  the  unsatisfactory  floor  surface  of  the 
preparation  room  used  for  sugar  packing  and  a suitable  letter  of 
warning  was  addressed  to  the  management  of  the  firm  concerned. 

(h)  Bread : 

Complaint  of  dirt  seen  in  loaf  of  bread  : contaminant  unidenti- 
fiable but  probably  ash  or  dust,  perhaps  from  bottoms  of  ovens. 
Baker  warned  regarding  future  precautions. 

(0  Apple  Tart : 

Complaint  of  mould  : on  examination  internal  surface  of  tart 
found  to  be  completely  covered  with  green  mould.  Tart  purchased 
only  same  morning,  but  vendor  agreed  that  it  had  probably  been 
baked  some  six  or  seven  days  ago.  On  instruction  of  the  Health 
Committee,  the  vendor  was  warned. 

(y)  Bakewell  Tart : 

Complaint  of  used  match  in  tart ; in  view  of  the  intensive 
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reconstruction  work  being  carried  on  at  the  Bakery  concerned, 
the  difficulties  of  production  with  contractors  continually  in  the 
vicinity,  and  the  high  standards  of  hygiene  previously  maintained, 
again  on  the  instructions  of  the  Health  Committee,  a warning  was 
issued. 

{k)  Confectionery  : 

Complaint  of  “ maggot  ” in  Chocolate  Peppermint  Creams ; 
of  fifteen  2 oz.  packets  remaining  in  stock,  five  were  found  to  be 
similarly  infested.  Investigation  failed  to  reveal  the  place  of  infesta- 
tion, and  voluntary  surrender  of  the  vendor’s  stocks  was  accepted. 

(/)  Currants  ( Packeted } 

Complaint  of  “ maggot  ” infestation  : after  investigation  at 
the  retailer’s  premises,  13  x 12  ozs.  packets  Mixed  Fruit  and  29  x 
8 ozs.  packets  currants  were  withdrawn  and  voluntarily  surrendered. 

The  results  of  food  analysis  and  investigation  of  complaints 
during  the  year  demonstrated  faults  not  so  much  in  the  foodstuffs 
themselves  but  rather  in  the  conditions  of  storage  after  manufacture, 
the  turnover  of  stock  in  proper  order,  and  in  handling  and  storage, 
not  only  at  the  place  of  manufacture  and  in  the  shop,  but  also  in 
the  home.

6.  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  : 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955  : 

Proceedings  : 

One  prosecution  was  taken  during  the  year,  in  respect  of  an 
offence  under  Regulation  9 (e)  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
viz.  smoking  while  handling  open  food.  Although  the  defendant 
entered  a plea  of  “ Not  Guilty  ”,  the  case  was  proved  and  the 
offender  fined  £5  and  ordered  to  pay  £3.3.0.  costs. 

7.  Food  Poisoning  : 

There  were  eleven  known  cases  of  food  poisoning  during  the 
year,  three  of  which  were  notified  as  such. 

Three  were  single  cases  : — 

(a)  Patient  suffered  diarrhoea  and  vomiting  but  at  time  of 
investigation  no  specimens  were  available ; laboratory  examination 
of  an  imported  cream  cheese,  which  was  suspect,  revealed  a heavy 
growth  of  proteus  and  other  mixed  flora  including  coliforms  and 
micrococci. 

{b)  Patient  admitted  to  hospital  some  twelve  days  after  onset 
of  diarrhoea,  and  S.  Newport  there  isolated.  Although  there  was  no 
confirmation,  pressed  beef  was  the  suspected  vehicle  of  infection. 
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(c)  Patient  admitted  to  hospital  suffering  from  sore  throat,  and 
food  poisoning  symptoms  developed  after  admission  ; Salmonella 
typhi  murium  was  isolated  from  the  patient’s  faeces.  No  particular 
article  of  food  was  incriminated  as  the  vehicle  of  infection. 

The  remaining  eight  cases  were  divided  among  two  family 
outbreaks,  one  of  three  and  one  of  five  cases  : 

(i)  Housewife  admitted  to  hospital  after  consuming  Christmas 
fare,  including  chicken,  pork,  ham,  stuffing  : patient  had  violent 
diarrhoea  and  vomiting.  Husband  and  one  son  also  affected  ; two 
other  sons  and  one  daughter  unaffected.  Faeces  specimen  gave 
negative  results.  Investigations  of  foods  mentioned  revealed  heavy 
faecal  streptococcal  contamination  of  chicken,  stuffing  and  ham,  all 
home  cooked  foodstuffs. 

(ii)  Five  family  members  all  suffered  from  diarrhoea,  vomiting 
and  abdominal  pains,  three  severely  and  two  mildly,  after  a meal  in 
which  a cake  was  the  food  eaten  in  common.  There  were  no  per- 
sonal specimens  but  on  laboratory  investigation  of  cake.  Staphylo- 
cocci were  isolated. 

8.  Food  Hygiene  and  Handling  Course  : 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health  and 
Hygiene,  a one- term  evening  course  in  food  hygiene  and  the  handling 
of  food  was  held  at  the  Dover  Technical  College.  The  course  con- 
sisted of  ten  one-hour  lectures  shared  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  his  Deputy  and  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  on 
its  completion  the  students  were  recommended  to  take  the  exam- 
ination for  the  Institute’s  Certificate  in  Food  Hygiene  and  the  Hand- 
ling of  Food.  Twenty  students  attended  the  course,  and  fourteen 
entered  for  the  examination  ; twelve  were  successful  in  obtaining 
the  Institute’s  Certificate.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year  1959. 

Over  six  million  tons  of  shipping  entered  the  port  during  the  year,  an 
increase  of  over  half  a million  tons  on  the  figure  for  1958. 

An  increase  in  the  number  of  passengers  landed  is  also  recorded  and 
includes  an  increase  in  the  number  of  aliens  landed  and  medically  examined. 

38  cases  of  infectious  or  suspected  infectious  disease  involving  32 
ships  were  dealt  with  on  arrival.  There  were  however,  no  cases  of  quarantin- 
able  disease.  Inspection  of  ships  during  the  year  showed  that  in  only  one 
instance  were  sanitary  conditions  found  prejudicial  to  health.  This  was  a case 
of  several  major  defects  in  a foreign  vessel  in  harbour  for  emergency  repairs 
following  collision.  All  the  defects  could  not  be  remedied  before  the  vessel 
sailed  and  the  owners  undertook  to  remedy  these  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Smoke  nuisance  from  vessels  was  of  relatively  infrequent  occurrence 
following  the  issue  of  warnings  in  one  or  two  instances  for  repeated  infringe- 
ment of  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  by  ships  regularly 
using  the  harbour. 

Imports  of  various  foodstufl's  during  the  year  amounted  to  over  40,000 
tons  ; 60  tons  1 1 cwt.  were  condemned  as  unfit,  the  bulk  of  which  was  derived 
from  one  consignment  of  potatoes.  Irregularities  concerning  official  certifi- 
cates in  respect  of  imported  meat  or  meat  products  noted  in  previous  years 
were  not  encountered  during  the  year  under  review. 

I have  to  thank  H.M.  Customs  and  Immigration  Authorities  and  other 
Departments  associated  with  the  work  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance  at  all  times  throughout  the  year.
